A plan 
to 
furnish 
Gettysburg 
with electric power for street ligh t­ 
ing by harnessing the 
Monocacy 
river at Sterner’s dam, near Har­ 
ney, M aryland, is being considered 
by council, and will be discussed at 
this evening’s meeting. 
Five m em bers of council visited 
Sterner’s dam , Tuesday evening, to 
look over the 
possibilities of 
the 
project. 
Although the plan to operate a 
turbine and generator at a sw iftly- 
flowing race at Sterner’s dam is still 
in its nebulous stugc, councilmen, 
who m ade the inspection trip, are 
giving serious consideration to the 
plan in view of the mounting rate 
of tho M etropolitan Edison company 
for G ettysburg's street lightiing. 
To Make Survey 
Before council takes action, it will 
be necessary for an electrical en ­ 
gineer to determine 
whether 
the 
former saw -m ill race at Sterner’a 
dam could furnish sufficient power 
to drive a generator of the size re­ 
quired 
to 
give 
Gettysburg 
the 
maximum 
electrical 
"load” 
for 
street lighting and take care of fu­ 
ture extensions in the present ligh t­ 
ing system . 
Afterward, the cost of the tur­ 
bine, generator and the line from 
Sterner’s dam to Gettysburg would 
have to be ascertained, as well as 
the cost of the franchise to use 
Metropolitan* Edison poles and lines 
in G ettysburg for distributing the 
current. 
T he cost of operating the 
plant and maintaining the system 
also m ust be gone into by council 
before definite action is taken. 
Councilm an John Newman, who 
has a sum m er home at Sterner’s 
dam, 
told 
the other councilmen, 
who m ade the trip of inspection, C. 
W. Epley, Emory C. Williams. D. C. 
Stalism ith and George W. Boehner, 
that the volume of water flowing 
through the old saw-mill race varies 
but little in summer or winter. 
M en Are Impressed 
Councilm en were impressed with 
the volum e and velocity of the water 
passing through the race. 
Mr. N ew m an said the dam Is a l­ 
most alw ays filled with water be­ 
cause th e Monocacy at that point 
is fed by Marsh creek, Rock creek: 
and Alow ays creek, which enters 
the 
M onocacy at Sterner’s 
dam. 
The w ater in the vicinity of the 
dam varies from four to eighteen 
feet, Mr Newman said, and even in 
periods of prolonged drought tho 
stream rem ains on an almost even 
level. 
Several councilmen estimated that 
the cost of running a power line 
from S eem er’* dam to Gettysburg 
would be one of the largest and 
probably th e largest items of ex ­ 
pense in connection with the proj­ 
ect. 
T he dam is about nine m iles 
from Gettysburg. 
Other members of the inspection 
party pointed out that Gettysburg's 
annual bill for street lighting is ap­ 
proxim ately 
$6,000 
and 
growing 
yearly, and that a capital outlay of 
$100,000 would moan Interest pay­ 
m ents of a sum equal to the bor­ 
ough’s annual light bill. 
S tem er’s dam is about two and 
a half m iles below the confluence* 
of M arsh creek and Rock creek. 
For m any years, water from the 
dam was used as the motive power 
for a large flour mill there and also 
for a saw m ill.

Unfortunately there is no mark­ 
ed peculiarity of flight to distin­ 
guish them such as the swinging or 
weaving motion of the neck the 
wood duck shows in flight. 
Both 
are small 
ducks—rather 
smaller than the teals, and only 
roughly naif the size of mallards 
They are loath to rise from the 
water, preferring to escape danger 
by diving instead—and either can 
dive almost as quickly as the grebe 
or "helldiver." 
When the ruddy 
duck is a t last forced to flight, it 
makes 
a 
great 
pattering 
and 
splashing along the water for sev­ 
eral feet before it gets into Hie air. 
The 
bufflehead 
alights 
on 
the 
water with a like tumultuous splash 
and slide out of all proportion 
to 
its size. The 
chief characteristic 
of the 
bufflbhead's flight is its 
speed. 
In spite of the male bufflehead’* 
striking

season, both male and female of 
the species have a general brown­ 
ish appearance in the hunting sea­ 
son, but with a white wing patch 
and a white patch back of and ex­ 
tending below the eey.

Home is where we are happiest, no m atter what the name may be 
called—a house, a garden, a stream, a m ountain top, a winding road, or 
a mossy path through thit^k woods. 
Joh n Howard Payne, who wrote 
“Home. Sweet Home” had no home th at he could call his own—yet he 
must have felt home, else he could never have produced so enduring a 
song that has touched all in all parts of the world. To build a home and 
pour happiness into it. and out of it, what a human triumph! 
The greatest indictment against war is that it robs and destroys the 
foundation 
for all civilization and happiness—the home. 
It 
should, 
therefore, be outlawed forever! 
All final glory and beauty, however, should tx* centered in a home that 
we can call our own -the one place on earth where love and understand­ 
ing should blend. 
Our choicest memories should ever hover about the 
home we have known and loved, or that we have built.
